DETAILED ACTION 



This Official Action is in response to applicants response filed 9/05/06. The delay 
in the mailing of this Official Action is regretted. Any rejection of record of the prvious 
official action not repeated below are withdrawn. The examiner indicates that the 
rejections of record are with drawn in view of applicant amendments and arguments 
filed 9/05/06. All rejection of record have been withdrawn, however, see new ground of 
rejection set forth below. 



35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 81 , 93, 106, and 176-243 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the 
claimed invention is not supported by either a specific asserted utility or a well 
established utility. 

The claimed invention does not have a specific utility. The claimed invention is 
drawn to double stranded RNA with specified size ranges and with specified chemical 
modifications. The claimed invention is disclosed to act as a substrate for RNAse III, 
however, any double stranded RNA would act as a substrate for RNAse III and the 
claimed invention therefore lacks a specific utility since the properties of the instantly 
claimed invention are not different from longer double stranded RNA molecules, for 
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example. The instantly claimed subset of double stranded RNAs do not appear to 
posses any specific properties that would lend to a specific utility other than the utility 
possessed by longer double stranded RNAs, for example. There is no indication from 
the specification, as filed, that the instantly claimed double stranded RNAs have any 
utility other than fthat shared the entire class of RNAse III substrate double stranded 
RNAs. The instant specification does not appear to provide any disclosure for any 
specific utility for the RNAs instantly claimed. Since the claimed invention has no 
specific utility, credibility will not be assessed.
